1. Between 10 and 18 November 1950, the Erfurt-Cindersleben airfield 
(tI 51/3 26) was not occupied by the Soviet Air Force, Surveying 
was cone by four men at the field. (1) Some of the surveying sticks 
were set up south of the road running along the airfield, The field 
was guarded by 15 soldiers wearing red-bordered black epaulets, 


2, Several truck loads of gravel, sand, and crushed stones, in addition 
to six tanks about 6 meters long and 2 meters in diameter, had been 
shipped to:the field by the lunicipal Economie Enterprise, (2) 


fhe entire landing field was staked cut in 50 meter squares with 
wooden pegs which were marked with letters and numerals.
